As Mr. Crowell said in his speech 


(quoting from the printed text re- 
leased to the press): 


"The McKamic Pool of LaFay- 


ette county, the state's largest, 
containing an estimated 500 bil- 
lion cubic feet of gas, is located 
approximately nine miles south 
and cast of the towns of Lewis- 
ville and Stamps. The Buckncr 
Pool, containing an estimated one 
billion cubic feet of gas, is located 
within the city limits of the town 
of Buckner. . . . The Buckncr 
Pool is an oil pool, containing ap- 
proximately 6 million barrels of 
oil with which is associated the 
one million cubic feet of gas. Un- 
like the McKnmie Pool, the gas 
produced with the oil at Buckner 
may be disposed of by venting, 
under our conservation statute. 
Under the same statue, no gas 
whatsoever can be wasted from the 
McKamic Pool." 


What does this mean for the in- 


dustrial future of Arkansas? 


Engineer Crowell estimates that by 


tt6lcls7'andDy .rcprossurihg opera (tons 
generally, the original pressure at the 
gas wells can be maintained to pro- 
vide a 25 years* supply without de- 
pletion. 


Continuing, Mr. Crowell said: 


"Arkansas and California are the 


only two of the 23 oil-producing 
states that have adequate laws 
protecting their deposits of na- 
tural gas. In both of these states 
it is mandatory that gas from a 
gas field be utilized and not wast- 
ed. Arkansas alone provides pro- 
tection to its citizens and owners 
of gas by requiring ratable, equit- 
able distribution. This fact alone 
should prove most attractive to 
prospective purchasers 
in 
that 


long-range plans can be made for 
the utilization of the gas. 
The industrial past of America was 


written in terms of coal fuel. 


The industrial tomorrow of Amer- 


ica may well be written in terms of 
natural gas fuel. 


But gas reserves are easier lost than 


coal reserves. Against this danger the 
people and the government of Ar- 
kansas have prepared themselves. And 
time will show them to have been 
exceedingly wise.

MIDDLESBORO, Ky. 
— (yp>— Four 


men were killed, eight others were in 
hospitals, and an estimated 15 to 20 
received mcdicnl treatment early Tues- 
day after gunfire in this southeast 
Kentucky -soft coal field. 


Patrolmen Guy Harrcll of Middles- 


boro said the shooting occurod just 
on the Kentucky side of the Ken- 
tucky-Tennessee line near this moun- 
tain town, and followed a concen- 
tration of miners from this county 
and adjoining counties where union 
miners have sought to stop all opera- 
tions ponding settlement of work con- 
tract negotiations between the CIO 
United Mine Workers and coal opera- 
tors of the Appalachian field. 


The bloodshed came with a blast 


of bullets on a road leading to the 
Fork 
Ridge Coal company 
mine, 


which is about one mile inside the 
Tennessee line.

assembled here Monday night and 
proceeded toward the mine, which has 
worked throughout the stoppage of 
operations in adjoining Marian county 
subsequent to the expiration of the 
union operator Appalachian contract 
April 1.

WASHINGTON — (IP)— The

secretary of War, Robert Patterson, 
old senators Tuesday that the army's

than Europe's best. 


Patterson testified before the sen- 


ate defense investigating committee 
after Secretary of War Stimson had 
told .the same group that the U. S. 
was facing "a dangerous emergency" 
which "may be very prolonged." 


In preparation to meet this emerg- 


ency Stimson indicated civilian needs 
may be subordinated to the military 
program. 


Before the house naval committee 


Secretary of the Navy Knox likewise 
spoke gravely, saying: 


"We are now in the midst of the 


decisive period of this world war, 
and step by step I see my country 
gradually being encircled, isolated, 
and should disaster come I see this 
nation surrounded 
t>y nations who 


have made known how they feel-about 
bur- nation''and institutions.""'. •:''•"

Italians Take 
Yugoslav Port 


Railway Center 
Also Occupied, 
Italians Claim 


ROME — (/P)— The Italian high com- 


mand announced Tuesday that Fascist 
columns advancing from 
the north 


and from Zara had occupied the Yu- 
goslav railway center of Knin, about 
midway of the Adriatic coastline. 


The Italians also reported 
their 


troops had occupied the Yugoslav port 
of Sibenikv, southwest of Knin, and 
confirmed a previous announcement 
they had reoccupied the vital Al- 
banian highway center of Corizza — 
which the Greeks had held 
since 


January 22. 


On the North African front, the 


daily war bulletin said, Axis troops 
have reocupicd the Egyptian frontier 
post of Salum, from which Italian 
forces were driven by the British last 
December. 


Yugoslav attacks were said to have 


been repulsed with heavy loses to 
the attackers on the Albanian front. 


Tine communique said Fascist planes 


had been very active bombing mili- 
tary works and lines of communica- 
tions in Greece and declared Italian 
fliers again had blasted shipping in 
the harbor of Piraeus, port of Athens, 
sinking one steamer, damaging others, 
and starting large fires.

The aircraft industry's record in the 


last 13 months is one of constantly-

Science Saves 
Pilot's Lives 


Technicians Per- 
form Miracles 
on Planes 


BUFFALO, N, Y.—CANF)—If there 


arc doubters in this country Who foel 
pilots are not flying the finest and 
safest plnnes in the world, they should 
take n trip through the new testing 
and research laboratories of the Bell 
Aircraft plant in Buffalo, N. Y. Hero 
is demonstrated the American avia- 
tion industry's emphasis on quality. 


And here the most intricate .mir- 


acles of modern science are deftly per- 
formed by a staff of skilled workers 
whose sole dnily occupation it Is to pry 
into the private life of aircraft mater- 
ials.

Next comes the impact tester, a 


•jendulum-like affair 
which strikes 


the specimen a tremendous jolt and 
measures the energy needed to break 
metal under sudden, heavy blows. 


Then, too, samples of the metal 


must naturally be chemically analyzed 
to insure against faulty composition 
and the crystal structure must be 
scanned by microscope to check orien- 
tation of the tiny building blocks 
which comprise all matter
